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MPs urge reforms in 
divorce procedure 
to safeguard children

Reforms in the procedure of 
divorce courts when dealing 
with the future of children are 
recommended by 24 Labour and 
Conservative MPs belonging to 
the All-Party > Divorce Law 
Reform Group in a memoran¬ 
dum submitted yesterday to Sir 
John Lewis Arnold, president of 
the Family Division of the High 
Court. 

All too often the courts are 
simply rubber-stamping arrange¬ 
ments made by parents as part 
of the bargaining over financial 
and property matters in which 
the children are used as 
pawns ”, they say. 

The MPs have defied the 
accepted constitutional conven¬ 
tion governing the relationship 
between Parliament and the 
judiciary by making a direct 
approach, but they did so in the 

Interests of the 200.000 children 

who each year are left with 
divorced parents. 

“ Having enacted legislation 
providing for the interests of 
children to be protected, we 
feel a sense of grievance that 
the practice of the judiciary is 
failing to fulfil our intentions 
as legislators ”. they say. 

That refers to Clause 41 of the 
Marriconial Causes Act. 1973, 
which provides that a decree 
should not normally be made 
absolute until arrangements for 
the children have been made 
that are “ satisfactory or the 
best chat can be devised in die 
circumstances 

No divorce petition should 
proceed to adjudication until 
that condition is met, the MPs 
say. 

Other reforms in procedure 
they urge the judges to make 
are: 

An end of rhe present system 
where the judge hears the cus¬ 
tody application and the regis¬ 
trar the financial issues. That 
exacerbates conflict and en¬ 
courages the adversarial ap¬ 
proach, the MPs say, and leaves 
no overall scheme of arrange¬ 
ments for the family. There 
should be a greater consolida¬ 
tion of heatings. 

Custody should normally be 
awarded to both parents, thus 
discouraging the attitude of a 
parent having “ won the chil¬ 
dren ", which contributes to 
bitterness and, in turn, harms 
the children. 

That would end the situation 


where, as now, only a minority 
of children within a few years 
of separation have any contact 
with their fathers. Visits and 
rights of access are primarily 
the rights of the child, the MPs 
say. 

All cases involving children 
should be referred by the 
registrar to the divorce court 
welfare officer for scrutiny im¬ 
mediately after the divorce peti¬ 
tion, together with the ac¬ 
companying statement about 
arrangements for the children, 
is filed at the court. At present 
the future of only one child in 
10 is reported on to the court 
by court welfare officers. 

The MPs say that the welfare 
officer, after investigations, 
should mark the cases accord¬ 
ing ro his evaluation. 

“ Some would be passed as 
offering no reason for further 
investigation ;sorae would be 
put back for a full report where 
there were worrying aspects; 
some wold ube subject ro a 
home visit for a quick check; 
some would be put back for 
parents to be called for a pre- 
trial review in the absence of 
proper information, or to de¬ 
clare their intentions.” 

Mr Leo Abse, Labour MP for 
Pontypool and chairman of the 
group, said that the future of 
children of divorcing parents 
was often considered too late 
and too perfunctorily. Divorce, 
for too many children, meant 
not the end of a marriage but 
the death of a parent. 

The group says that hostility 
between divorcing parents often 
leads them to treat the children 
as weapons in their fight. 

Such manipulation brings 
great distress to the children 
and its manifestations may 
include truancy, delinquency, 
destructiveness and general 
aggression,- and, in the longer 
term, marital breakdowns in 
the marriages of those from 
broken homes. 

The MPs pay the absence of 
a father rends to * create dtffi- 
cutties for adolescent, girls, 
whose relationships with their 
father provide a framework for 
their relationships with boys. It 
also created difficulties for 
boys, who modelled themselves 
on their fathers. 

The courrs should also pro- 
ride a “ code of practice - ” for 
the parties.

Academic freedom 6 no defence against cuts •

British universities can no 
longer expect the cry of 
“ academic freedom " to protect 
them from all attacks from the 
outside world, Professor Sir 
Peter Swinnerton-Dyer, Vice- 
Chancellor of Cambridge Uni¬ 
versity. told the Committee of 
Vice-Chancellors at their private 
three-day conference in Edin¬ 
burgh, which ended yesterday. 

Presenting a paper on the 
rationalization of -university 
activities. Sir Peter, chairman 
of a committee of inquiry into 
the possible rationalization of 
London universities, said that 
over the next few years univer¬ 
sities. like every large organiza¬ 
tion in the public sector, would 
come under increasing pressure 
to conduct their affairs as 
efficiently, and therefore as 
economically, as possible. 


“ We probably have a good 
record, and much of what 
appears inefficient to rhe out¬ 
sider can he justified by its 
academic benefits; but we are 
certainly not perfect, and it 
would be unwise to defend ou 
academic grounds arrange¬ 
ments which we maintain 
largely from inertia", he said. 

Rationalization was the cur¬ 
rent code word for a range of 
attacks on inefficiency. In the 
university sector it now meant 
combining all departments 
teaching the same subject in 


need such savings, and would 
be more likely to be allowed to 
keep them if they had rational¬ 
ized themselves. 

Secondly, it was unlikely that 
they could resist rationalization 
for ever. If forced on them 
from outside it would be done 
to obtain immediate savings 
and the process would do much 
unnecessary damage.

UGC could enforce rationaliza¬ 
tion by crude financial con¬ 
straints. Those might yield the 
biggest savings in the end but 
■were unlikely to be the first to 
be tackled; nor were they the 


areas likely to appear scandal¬ 
ous to the outside world. 

The more immediate diffi¬ 
culty was with subjects tike 
Russian, where the amount of 
monev was so small that the 
UGC ' could not put effective 
pressure on a university to 
phase out the Teaching 

The UGC could do nothing 
to implement the Atkinson re¬ 
port calling for the closure of 
Russian departments in several 
universities except by “under¬ 
cover arm-twisting or by acquir¬ 
ing powers to issue detailed 
directives to universitiesf v Sir 
Peter said. 

But that report was exceed- 
inglv mild compared' with any¬ 
thing an outside rationalizer 
would produce. “We may nnt 
save much money by imple¬ 
menting it; but we are doing 
ourselves a lot of damage by 
failing to do anything about 
it" he said.

Thousands of handicapped 
people are being forced to re¬ 
tire early, sometimes while still 
in their men tics, because em¬ 
ployers and rhe state recognize 
no categories between fitness 
and sickness. Yet an stimated 
100,000 people suffering from 
progressive diseases or dis¬ 
ability could do part-time work 
if the idea of “partial incapa¬ 
city” was officially recognized. 

That emerged from two 
papers published yesterday at 
the sreart of a campaign' for 
more pan-time employment for 
the disabled. The first, a study 
of employment difficulties for 
sufferers from multiple sclero¬ 
sis. found that fatique was the 
main barrier to their finding 
and keeping jobs. 

Tbe second examines part- 
time work and concludes that 
fundamental changes in employ¬ 
ment and social security policy 
are needed. Employers were

Shipping‘moves 
normally’ in 
Strait of Hormuz

Lloyd's of- London claimed 
yesterday that shipping ap¬ 
peared to be moving normally 
through; the Sttait of Hormuz. 
A spokesman-said that one of 
the -insurance markers. Middle 
East- intelligence agents had 
made observations by helicopter 
and reported- no. sign of build¬ 
up of traffic at either end of 
the strait. - 

Traffic appeared to be mov¬ 
ing unhindered on routedngs 
imposed-by the Iranian Govern¬ 
ment at the .outbreak of hostili¬ 
ties. 

Lloyd's intelligence officers 
estimated . late . yesterday that 
there could be 600 civilian ves¬ 
sels west of the strait although 
the position wa's fluctuating. Of 
these the majority would be 
Gulf-based tug and supply ves¬ 
sels. 

Of the vessels logged on Gulf 
destinations 128 flew the Greejk 
flag, while 51 were British and 
11 American. However, • the 
spokesman added that ir was 
not clear how many of these 
vessels could have turned back 
before reaching the strait. 

Lloyd’s-underwriters are cur¬ 
rently doing brisk business with 
oil companies end- other ship 
owners with vessels either in 
or heading for-tiie Gulf.

Saudi Arabia had conferred 
with President Husain by tele¬ 
phone today and “expressed 
bis support for Iraq in hs 
national struggle against the 
Persians". There has been no 
official Saudi confirmation of 
the report. 

The Iraqi leader is also 
reported to bave had a similar 
telephone conversation with 
Shaikh Jaber al Ahmed Ai- 
Sabah. the Emir of Kuwait. A 
Kinvaiti Government spokesman, 
said the two leaders “ discussed 
the general situation in the 
Gulf and a proposal to hold an 
extraordinary meeting of Arab 
and Islamic foreign ministers ” 
to consider the Iraqi-Iranian 
conflict. 

! If the Iraqi reporr is true, 
ibe Saudi move is expected to 
usher wider Arab backing for 
Iraq from the conservative Arab 
camp. 

So far Arab reaction to the 
conflict has been cautious and 
limited, reflecting the delicacy

and more influential Arab 
states for their lack of support: 

, The Saudis, known for rheir 
I slow, bat well-calculated decis¬ 
ions, have withheld comment 
since tbe armed conflict 
between Iraq and Iran erupted 
into full-scale war at the week¬ 
end. „ . 

Political observers in Beirut 
explained that as a sign of Saudi 
reluctance to take sides in^ a 
conflict between two Muslim 
states. Prejudicing one side 
against the other would under¬ 
mine Saudi Arabia's long- 
championed call for Islamic 
solidarity, the observers said. 

Saudi Arabia and Iraq have 
been coming closer together on 
such questions as oil and other 
Middle East issues since Presi¬ 
dent Husain took office in a 
smooth transition of power last 
year. 

But Saudi Arabia has main¬ 
tained a neutral stand on Iraq's 
dispute with Iran and kept nor¬ 
mal relations with the Islamic 
regime In Iran, although the two 
countries have differed sharp'y 
over oil matters within Opec. 

The reported Saudi support 
for Iraq is significant not only 
because Saudi Arabia leads the 
conservative pro-Western Arab 
camp, but also because it, by 
virtue of its oil wealth and 
political stature, can wield con¬ 
siderable influence 

It was not clear whether the 
reported Saudi support for 
Iraq would also include active 
Saudi involvement in the Iraqi- 
Iranian war. Irian bad earlier 
served, a warning on all Arab 
states in the Gulf region against 
giving any military facilities to 
Iraq. The wanting came after 
reports that Iraqi jets were 
using airports in the United 
Arab Emirates for refueling. 

Arab hardliners, who have so 
far supported Ayatollah 
Khomeini’s Islamic regime in 
Tehran, have obviously, been 
embarrassed by the conflict and 
therefore have either withheld 
comment or appealed to both 
countries to stop fighting. 

Mr Yassir Arafat, tbe 
Palestinian leader, went to 
Baghdad yesterday for talks 
with President Husain in an 
attempt to contain tbe conflict. 
Mr Arafat was said to be plan¬ 
ning to move on to Tehran for 
similar talks with Iranian 
leaders. 

Saudi alert: Saudi Arabia and 
orber Gulf countries have put 
their armed forces on alert as a 
self-defence precaution in case 
of an escalation of the Middle 
East war, highly placed sources 
in Bahrain said today.

This was briefiy summarized 
by Mrs Thatcher at her press 
conference' this morning after 
she had completed the second 
round, of talks with Yugoslav 
leaders. 

Poland, Mrs Thatcher said, 
had a. strong tradition of 
Roman Catholicism, a strong 
feeling of independence and 
national awareness and the 
Poles should be 1 allowed to work 
out their own ■ solution. Mo 
definite judgment could be 
made and the solution would 
not ' be easy but both sides 
evidently shared riie hope that' 
Poland would be allowed to 
settle the matter. 

■* We will watch develop¬ 
ments there very carefully”, 
Mrs Thatcher said. And, 
although she did uot say so, 
riie left no doubt of the' con¬ 
cern which both Yugoslavia 
and Britain share over the 
possibility of Soviet interven¬ 
tion.

Darcy finds a sand wedge much to his taste

It was golfing Surrey with the 
fringe on top. There were enough 
able' professionals at the RAC 
Country. Club, Epsom, yesterday

President’s office. Mr Xjonio 
has retained control of the 
CID, elections; archives and 
museums. 

He has’iUiarpJr denied sug¬ 
gestions that he -Ai-vhed io 
become president, poinring 
out that Mr Moi is still a. 
comparatively young man. or 
to become prime minister, a 
non-e;dsiem post, that could 
nevertheless be created as a 
stepping-stone to greater 
power. Its creation was 
widely forecast ar the time 
of Kenya tea’s death. Rivalry 1 
is believed to have grown 
between Mr Xjonjn and Vice- 
President Kibaki. the leading 
figure of the northern 
Kikuyu, who is reported ro 
have been alarmed by the 
former’s moves and the pos¬ 
sible political threat that he 
offered. 

Mr Kibaki is said to have 
offered’ privately to resign 
in order tn take up a leading 
post in the World Bank, bar 
as be is widely regarded as 
the most outstanding econo¬ 
mist in Kenya -and for this 
reason still holds The port¬ 
folio of Minister of Finance, 
President Moi is believed to 
bave persuaded bim to stay. 
Such a derision was to be 
expected in ’ view of the 


severe problems in the 
economy. 

The nil bill offers the 
most frightening prospect. It 
is expected to rise to 
iK220m this year, compared 
with £K145./m last year, and 
will absorb all the revenues 
from the coffee crop, rhe 
mainstay of the economy. 
Earlier in the year Kenya 
was hit by electricity cuts 
caused by a combination - of 
low water levels in the 
reservoirs that control The 
hydroelectric schemes,. in¬ 
discriminate tree cutting on 
the banks, which allowed 
eroded soil to choke the tur¬ 
bines. and by inadequate 
engineering maintenance. 
Economic losses were incal¬ 
culable, as cinemas closed, 
electric * typewriters fell 
silent and machinery 
stopped. Seventy per cent of 
industry was affected. 

The biggest bone of con¬ 
tention, however, was the 
severe shortage of hasic 
food—rice, bread, wheat 
flour, milk and ’particularly 
maize—which lasted on and 
oft until last ’month. Ram¬ 
pant hoarding-and smugr. 
gling were compounded by- 
incompetent planners who 
failed to foresee the short¬ 
ages nr to organize adequate 


storage and distribution. 
Many farmers, disillusioned 
by low producer prices, had 
simply stopped growing the 
necessary crops and drought 
accentuated the subsequent 
shortage. Both producer 
and retail prices hare now 
risen, steeply. 

■ Mr’ Kibaki has .'been the 
main exponent' of the 
tighren-your-belt 'philosophy 
and President. Moi has been 
extremely frank, about, the 
bleak economic prospects, 
making dear, for example, 
that the targets of the 
present development plan 
are-now seen to be too ambi¬ 
tious. 

As a member of the Tugen 
branch of rhe small Kalen¬ 
jin -tribe, Mr Moi stands 
outside the internecine 
squabbles of-the large tribes. 
He appears to have tacitly 
accepted a state of Tension 
between Mr Kibaki and Mr 
Njonjo, for if the Kikuyu 
are split his power base as 
a figure of national unity is 
Jess likely, to be undermined. 
But at a recent leaders’ con¬ 
ference be issued a stern 
warning . that anyone. who ■ 
disliked bis leadership could 
go. . .. 

Several ’ questions remain 
unanswered. Since, it is said. 


the Kikuyu resent the grow¬ 
ing power of rhe Luo and 
Kalenjin, is Mr Njonjo's 
entry into Parliament a 
move to help Mr Moi by 
uniting the southern 
Kikuyu? Alternatively, has 
he, as some have suggested, 
simply ensured his eligi¬ 
bility to stand for the rice- 
presidency or the presidency 
if either should fall vacant ? 

For the moment. President 
Moi's authority is unques¬ 
tioned. He-has identified the 
nation’s problems publicly 
on a scale never known 
before, while proclaiming a 
number of populist policies 
to offset them. He is a 
politician of consummate 
skill, but clearly there is a 
limir to the number of 
appointments . he can re¬ 
shuffle both to solve these 
problems and to maintain 
stability in Kenya's tradi¬ 
tionally volatile politics. 

Since his election he has 
said and done many, of the 
things "that any reasonable 
Kenyan could expect of him. 
Whether he has the skill and 
means to fulfil the expecta*- 
rions he has built up remains 
to be seen. - ’ 5 -

I The nightly scene at Jomo 
! Kenyatra airport, a few 

miles outside Nairobi, gives 
ample evidence of the 
importance of ' Kenya’s 
export trade in horticultural 
produce. Heaps of cartons 
full of choice fruits, 
vegetables and flowers are 
stacked in the freight 
Terminal before being 
loaded into jet airliners 
bound for London and many 
European cities. 

Within a matter of hours, 
Kenyan beans, green 

peppers, mangoes, straw¬ 
berries, carnations, chrysan¬ 
themums—and many other 
varieties—are on sale in 
European markers. Quality 
and speed are the essentials 
for this high-value trade. 
But tiie operation is highly 
organized, and Kenyan pro¬ 
duce has a reputation for 
quality in a discerning 
market. The volume of this 
trade today is a measure of- 
rbe ability of Kenyan 
cultivators' to produce the 
goods and get them to the 
market on time. Exports of 
horticultural produce rose 
from 11.000. tons, worth 
about £2m. in 1974. to 
21.377 tons, worth more than 
film, last year. 

Avocado pears and cut 
flowers have shown particu¬ 
larly sharp -increases^ in- 
recent years. But there is ( 
intense competition from: 11 
other producing countries, 
such as Israel and Greece, 
and the pattern _of the 
trade can change sharply.' 
Last year, for Instance, 
exports of fresh Kenyan 
pineapples were down by 
33 per cent, mainly as a 
result of competition from 
other suppliers. 

Britain is the biggest 
market, accounting for 47 
per cent of Kenya’s exports 
last year. West Germany 
(22 per cent) is next Bo'th 
countries would take even 
more of these products frdm 
Kenya, if more spare, were 
available to transport them. 
But. the price factor comes 
into-operation, as fruit and 
vegetable .. exports are 
shipped by air at special 
freight rates—but only when 
the planes -cannot attract 
other (higher rated! cargo. 

Kenyan exporters fre¬ 
quently find that they are 
left with potential export 
consignments- ' on -their 
hands, because the aircraft 
are tuIL So the green¬ 
grocers’ shops in--Nairobi 
frequently feature . high- 
quality products which have 
missed the aircraft, and so 
must be sold in the local 
market at lower prices. Thu 
makes it a high-risk busi¬ 


ness,, since a.producer can¬ 
not afford to pick, select 
and pack his highest- 
quality produce and then 
transport it to the airport— 
only to have it turned away 
for lack off space. 

Market information is 
vital, too, and Kenyan 
exporters are in daily con¬ 
tact with their customers in 
London and other markets to 
determine price movements 
and variations in demand. 
Israel. South Africa, Greece, 
Italy and Spain all compete 
in the same market at 
different periods, and prices 
can change in a matter of 
hours -as demand develops 
and subsides. 

The export trade in 
Horticultural products is of 
great importance to Kenya. 
It provides' new outlets for 
fanners (including small 
producers) and brings in a 
healthy flow of foreign 
exchange. It also, has 'the 
value of encouraging pro¬ 
duction-of a wider range of 
quality products for local 
markets, and of helping to 
raise nutritional standards 
-in Kenya generally. • 

For cqr .flowers... West 
Germaiiv is the main out¬ 
let, taking abour 3.0011 tons 
a year—millions of blooms, 
with, carnations bv far the 
most, popular single variety. 
The production of flowers 
for" export is a big and 
highly technical business. 
One company. Sulmac. which 
is_ now nart of .Brooke Bond 
Liebig Kenya has done more 
than anyone else to estab¬ 
lish the country as an 
important source of cut 
flowers in -world markets. 
At Nahrasba, 50-miles from 
Nairobi, ' more than 120 
million carnations are under 
cultivation on 13.000 acres, 
nroviding employment for 
3.500 men and ' women. At 
Masongaleni, south-west' of 
Nairobi, the same company 
produces chrysanthemums, 
plumosus Pern,' and .'vege¬ 
tables on 27.000'acres. 

Sulmac. alone, (aqd there- 
are other large-scale pro¬ 
ducers competing in the 
same market) exports about 
125 million carnations, 95 
million chrysanthemums, 
67 million plumosus fems 
(prized in Europe for the 
greenerv thev provide in 
floral displays), 10 million, 
other flowers, and 530 tons 
of vegetables in a angle 
vear. Altogether, more than 
7,000 people -.are employed 
in this comp any’ s opera¬ 
tions ; the grading and 
packfog of carnations alone 
provides employment for 
about 500 people at 
Naivasha. 


The peak production 
period for both flo-vers and 
vegetables is the Eurupecn 
winter, and from October to 
Mav the Kenyan produce is 
in high demand. But there 
is also a steady market, even 
in the summer months when 
plentiful supplies are avail¬ 
able in Britain and ocher 
European countries. The 
secret here is the high 
quality and careful handling 
and sorting; french beans, 
for instance, are nicked by 
hand, and careFallv sorted 
ro a uniform length, making 
them attractive to the meat 
discerning customers in the 
high-clasv herd and 
restaurant trade. 

Kenya’s climate enables 
high-quality flowers and 
vegetables to be produced 
without greenhouses. Al¬ 
though younq plants may be 
covered with protect- 1 -* 
shade in .the "’.ir'cry. for the 
first few weeks. Flowers are 
grown from cuttings, which 
take six months to bloom ; 
rhev then continue to flower 
for another six months, after 
which they arc replaced b7 
new stems. 

. Selection of. flower str.iirs 
is of vita! importance, a? this 
is a high-quality market 
v.-bere nothing bu» the be:r 
is acceptable. Quality is abo 
foremost in the p-ckirvc. 
grading, pa citing, storage and 
transport of the produce. 

Flowers, for instance, 3 re 
graded and packed on the 
day they are picked, ani 
then are placed i.i a 
store for a brief period 
before being transported ,r > 
the airport in refrigerated 
trucks. Another cold store 
at the airport ensures ther 
thev are in the peak of 
condition when they leave 
Kenya. During the peak 
European water " period. 
Sulmac charters its own air¬ 
craft to carry flowers aDd 
vegetables to Europe. 

"In- addition to a number 
of large African farmers, 
many small African pro¬ 
ducers participate in the 
horticultural export trade 
through' tfieir own coopera¬ 
tive union. Their standards 
are so high that the 
Horticultural Cooperative 
Union won first prize for its 
stand at last year’s Nairobi 
Show. 

•■But with aircraft space at 
a premium, the cooperative 
union finds it hard to com¬ 
pete With other exporters 
and is pressing for more 
control of the trade.

On the way back is-Merii 
National Park, home of the 
white rhinoceros and once 
of Blsa„ the Hon ess of Born 
Free fame. . ^ 

The ntMihera route: has 
the advantage -of the change 
ihg scenery and ' balmier 
climate -'.of.- the 1 bi^]lands. 
The western drpuit, which. 
drops down into die equally 


dramatic Rift Valley to 
Lake Nakuru, famous for 
the flamingoes that feed 
there . in vast numbers, 
includes the richest con¬ 
centration of wildlife in 
Kenya—the Masai Mara 
Game Reserve. 

. It is the only place in 
Kenya to see the mass migra- 
rioos" of game streaming 
1 across the plains from Tan¬ 
zania’s Serengeri National 
Park. From the traditioaaJ 
. luxury of Keekort^t Lodge it 
Is.possible to view them by 
hot-air ■ balloon—a safari 
service which is like floating 
in a dream and is claimed to 
be unique. 

More adventurous travel¬ 
lers, with more time and 
money, can devise'countless . 
more circuits. The western 
.and northern routes could 
not until recently be com¬ 
bined without retracing steps 
'to . Nairobi.. Road building 
and improvement mean that 
even vehicles without four- 
wheel-drive can,travel north 
from . Nakuru to the wild 
landscape and hot springs 
of Lake' Bogoria and use 
an enlarged lodge on the 
shore of Lake Baringo as a 
seeping stone to Samburu. 

This combination* of the

two best safari routes (now 
negotiable in 10 days or Jess) 
could have far-reaching 
effects on the pattern and 
volume of tourism and will 
dp much to offset the. loss of 
the old safari routes combin¬ 
ing the best of- Kenya and 
Tanzania, since the latter 
closed the border between 
the two countries in 1977. 

Watching four- safari 
vehicles surround a lone 
and harassed leopard in 
Samburu Game Reserve 
made me wonder how much 
development is- acceptable 
without ruining the 

character and appeal of 
Kenya's wilderness. By 
widening the circuits 
tourists are progressively 
scattered. For the moment 
sattrrarioa point is a Jong 
way off. and watching wild 
animals in a landscape which 
has survived more or less 
intact since their species 
began is still a rich.and un¬ 
forgettable experience. I 


The train for Nairobi, drawn 
by an imposing steam loco¬ 
motive, left Mombasa at 
630 pm. I managed to secure 
one of the last first-class 
sleeping compartments al¬ 
though in company with an¬ 
other passenger. The 332 
miles were to take 13 hours, 
with stops ai Voi, where the 
sun was seen so dramatic¬ 
ally in eclipse earlier this 
year, and other small town* 
ships. 

Mr companion was ar first 
somewhat taciturn, but since 
we were to be closeted to¬ 
gether for so Jong, it seemed 
only reasonable to attempt 
some kind of communication. 
A couple of whiskies, served 
by an impeccable waiter, 
broke rite barrier of silence. 

My fellow traveller was 
born in Germany and was 
travelling on business. His 
German wife had been killed 
in an accident and be had 
then married a Kikuyu. Al¬ 
though be had settled in 
Kenya as a farmer, hunter 
and later a trapper of 
animals for European cir¬ 
cuses, he yearned, with a 
sentimentality that perhaps 
only Germans are capable of, 
for a wife's devotion. 

African women, he con- 
j eluded, . served physical 
needs only and he longed for 
the Jove and affection that a 
European had a right to ex¬ 
pect. Cynicism had, never¬ 
theless. crept in, for he had 
taken a second Kikuyu wife 
related to a cabinet minister 
to safeguard his personal 
security as a white expatri¬ 
ate in a black community. 

It was time for dinner. 
We took it in turns to use 
the ancient china washbasin 
that let down from the 
beautifully polish ed mah¬ 
ogany panelling. The dining 
car was even more lavishly 
panelled and fitted with soft 
lights and classical niches, 
each filled with a vase of 
flowers. Kipling, I felt, 
would have approved. 

My companion’s narrative 
faltered. Would he accept a 
little wine ? He demnrred 
and then accepted my offer. 
The waiter, astonished, 
brought the head waiter. 

“ Wine ? ” be said. 

“Yes. Do you hare any 
wine on the train,” I asked. 

“I will look, sir.” 

He returned with a bottle, 
its label bearing only one 
word—Beaujokris. It was 
apparently the only hortie 
on the - train. I wondered how 
long It had jolted up and 
down the line between the 


torrid heat of Mombasa and 
the balmier climate of 
Nairobi. 

Since we were being 
offered a true trencherman's 
fore of cream of asparagus 
soup, grilled lake fish,, roast 
beef with Yorkshire pud¬ 
ding, roast potatoes and 
three other vegetables, fol¬ 
lowed by steamed marma¬ 
lade pudding with custard 
sauce, cheese and coffee. I 
accepted. 

The wine's nose was 
strange, the flavour extra¬ 
ordinary, but the main tiring 
was that it was undoubtedly 
alcoholic—a point that is 
crucial to the remainder of 
this tale. 

Conversation turned to 
fhe subject of magic. There 
are many things, my com¬ 
panion said, that we Euro¬ 
peans even after many years 
of acclimatization do not 
understand about the ways 
of African society. 

He recalled a fruitless day 
of trapping in the bush with 
his three African servants. 
Despite his exhaustion he 
carried out bis normal prac¬ 
tice of paying his respects to 
the local chief before pitch¬ 
ing camp for the night. On 
this occasion the chief was 
particularly friendly and 
hospitable and ended the 
occasion by offering his 
most eligible daugther in 
marriage. 

My companion was 
momentarily nonplussed and 
explained that he already 
bad two African wives. 
Somehow he extricated him¬ 
self from a ticklish situation 
and thankfully retired ro his 
tent. During rhe night he 
was vaguely aware of a 
presence near his bed but 
was too weary to shake off 
his deep sleep. 

He was woken after sun¬ 
rise by bis servant, who was 
clearly agitated and at first 
too embarrassed to explain 
the reason. The chief, it 
seems, had sect his daugh¬ 
ter to the trapper’s tent for 
the night on approval, 
according to local custom. 

Having hovered neglected 
at the foot of the bed until 
dawn, she hod returned 
home unsampled. It was the 
ultimate insult. The trapper 
had never struck camp so 
fast and in next to no time 
had set about placing as 
much distance as possible 
between himself and the 
village. 

His servants were not to 
be so easily placated. 

“What is the matter with 



you now ? " the trapper de¬ 
manded, not without some 
irritation. 

“It’s the snakes, sir. They 
are following us. You have 
insulted the chief, and he 
has cast an evil spell over 
us.'’ 

The trapper gave the 
wheel to one of his servants 
and kept watch as they 
travelled through high grass. 
His scepticism sewn van¬ 
ished. 

• He described the experi¬ 
ence thus : *■ I have never 
seen anything like it. What 
I was witnessing with my 
own eyes was totally un¬ 
natural. Snakes—in their 
dozens, perhaps in their 
hundreds—swept through 
the grass on either side of 
the vehicle at a speed that 
□o snake could normally 
achieve. They were prac¬ 
tically flying as they kept up 
with us." 

Pulling himself together, 
the trapper resumed control 
of the wheel and putting his 
foot down eventually out¬ 
stripped bis bizarre escort. 
Before retiring*for the night, 
he gave, his cotton trousers 
to a servant to wash. Thev 
were quickly returned. Sewn 
neatly inside had been found 
a piece of snake's foreskin.

the odour of which, it was 
claimed, would attract female 
snakes within a wide radius. 

The Mombasa-Nairobi 
train still departs daily at 
6.30 pm, although last year 
the last of the steam locomo¬ 
tives were replaced by 
diesels and the mahogany- 
mounted washbasins have 
sadly given way to vanitory 
units. The first-class fare is 
161 shillings single, includ¬ 
ing a sleeper compartment 
and a comfortable matirevi 
and bedding. The five-course 
dinner with coffee costs 50 
shillings. 

Nothing else has changed,

' torture ! case 

From the Chilean Ambassador 
Sir, Having in mind what bas been 
published bv The - Tunes with 

regard to the case of Miss Claire 
Wilson, who bears dual Chilean 

and Gririsb nationality, I think it 

would be of hiteresr for your 
readers to know the fDUoiyins: 

1. In connection with the investiga- 
' tions on the murder of Colonel R. 
.Vergara she was detained on July 
16 and freed 48 hours after her 
detention. There is nn evidence 
whatsoever that she was tortured 
and there is medical proof to the 
contrary. On top of tbar, both her 
mother and stepfather told the 
British Consul in Santiago, Mr 
Abort, the day she- was released 
that she had not-been ill-treated. 

■ 2: She obtained a British passport 
wmly in 1976 when she was 19 years 
old. She does not know how to 
sneak English nor ~has she ever 
lived in Britain. She continues 
living in Chile by ber own free 
will and has said she will not leave 
the country. 

3. Her bov friend and cousin Mr 
Benado, detained vith her. was 
convicted Fnr armed robbery, in 
which a policeman was killed, in 
1969 during President Frei's 
administration. In 1970 President 
Atlende pardoned-him. In 1973 he 
was granted asvlum by the Swedish 
Embassy and left, the country. In 
1978 hs clandestine!** entered the 
country under the false identiry of 
Luis A. Martinez and subsenuently 
assumed another false identity 
under the ratnc »f Rail* VallaHi'-es. 

4. The motives Miss, Wilson claims 
fnr. her alleged; torture are indeed 

. ridiculous. * Recognition of Benado 
as a terrorist was hot needed be¬ 
cause he had bis own credentials 
to the effect Resignation of her 
British nationality appears equally 
absurd because it-cannot be made 
other than in front of the British 
authorities that granted. her pass¬ 
port 

5. Mr Benado's case .was presented 
to the Court of Appeal~and he was 
unehimmislv remanded in custody 
for the following crimes: illegal 
use and possession of arms, illegal 
entry to the counrfy, illegal nse and 
possession of false identity docu¬ 
ments. He is at present being 
prosecuted-and in" jail where everv- 
hodv can see *nd sneak to him.. 

6. On mv own initiative and in .due 

course (Aumist 6) I provided all 
relevant information on this case 
to the Foreign and Commonwealth 
Office. • 

7... The case was riven amp’e 
coverage both, by the Chilean media 
and international press agencies 
last Jplv. It seems thus verv 
strange that it was to he reacti¬ 
vated. and covered by the inter¬ 
national media onlv five davs 
before the referendum held in 
Chile on September 11.

The standard 
cf novels has seriously deteriorated 
and fewer publishers arc interested 
in financing them. 

. 3^Conversation between members of 
' a Family, and particularly between 
parents and children, bas dimi¬ 
nished. Every survey thar_ has 
assessed xhs activities nf individuals 
when rhey are deprived of television 
reveals that there has been an 
" immediate rise in the volume of 
cm-ersation between parents and 
children. 

4. Larmi’cc throygh rhe infiltration 
of eynleti-es, obscenities and cliches 
ha« become vulgarized. 

5. Teirvisinn h?s be^n positively end 
£cien' ; fic3lly identified as a majo r 
contributor to the increase nf 
violence in society, particularly 
emo-icst the youna. 

6. To' m a ny. te'erision has become 
a daily fiv nr habit, deterring ihem 
from engaging in the other multiple 
loiyi.re activities available in a 
civilised society. It enconraces a 
soec:iir* r , rather than a participant, 
papulation. 

In totalitarian societies, or in 
countries where television has been 
used, primarily as an information or 
educative medium, it bas tended t« 
become a. bureaucratic arm of 
governments, to be deployed as a 
jnoaDs of propaganda or a weapon 
of «»ate cbnr-ol. 

Why do Mr. GuT"for Evans and 
.bis . supporters believe that tbe

. “tellv” societies? Is there a patrio¬ 
tic Welshman prepared to starve 
to death in protest against a Welsh- 
dominated television channel and 
the potential debasement of all be 
holds dear ?

Sir, Tbe open letter to The Times 
(September 22> from the 32 Labour 
Party MPs of the “radical right 51 is 
encouraging. Complacency bas led 
too often to the defeat of tbe Labour 
leadership in recent years on 
the constitutional issues. Winning 
“ hearts and minds ” is often as 
important as votes at the Labour 
Fatty conference, particularly when 
they are block ones. Doubtless tbe 
left .will blame, the block--votes .it 
they lose next week, though little, 
criticism will be beard from that 
quarter if. as in past years, they 
win. Indeed, last year they ex¬ 
pressed minimal concern when the 
major derisions were taketi with 
large majorities on the basis of one 
or two delegates? votes in the 
Amalgamated Union of Engineering 
Workers’ delegation. . : -, 

Fundamental reform of - the 
Labour Partis' structure, and func¬ 
tioning .is essentia! if tbe Conserva¬ 
tive Party. are - to be beaten at' the. 
next general election "and. ‘more 
importantly, if Labour is to form 
an effective and radical administra¬ 
tion. This, is why tbe outcome of- 
the. Labour Party commission . of 
inquiry earlier this summer' was not 
only a disapoointment i it wax also 
potentially disastrous'. It fudged all' 
the issues. And ifs. only benefits 
were to show the belligerence of 


the left-controlled National Execu- 
- tive Committee and tn illustrate 
how critical it is to obtain a chan?e 
in the political balance of the NEC 
if radical reform of -the Labour 
Pam- is to be achieved. 

One encouraging sign for the 
future is that the new generation 
of moderate trade union leaders 
have emerged in some exceptional 
cases as a result of fundamental 
change in the election systems of 
their respective unions, ie, a' move 
ro secret ballots of all members. 
This means that not onlv are they 
more representative.of their mem¬ 
bers’ views than many other trade 
union leaders; they also have the 
self-confidence to trust the demo¬ 
cratic votes of all the members. 

. This- is far removed from the, 
Tammanv Hall reputations which 
. were often inflicted on moderate 
trade union leaders of rhe past. 

, It is therefore time that a new 
coalition emerged . between these 
new trade union leaders and the 
radicals seeking genuinely demo¬ 
cratic Labour Party reform: wider 
involvement pf all the members in 
decision making, more representa¬ 
tive 'party institutions, and a more 
democratic policy making process. 
Not for .the first time trade union 
reform can be seen as linked to 
Labour Party reform.

A diplomat’s business 

From Sir Andrew Stark 
Sir. I have besitated.ro take issue 
with xny former colleague Mr 
Patrick Stobvt • {-September 17) 
over his. views on an’aspect of the' 
■tforfc of the Diplomatic Service .in 
which' his .jdirect experience was 
much greater than mine. My 
reasons for-, disagreeing with, his 
thesis "that embassies', consulates 
and the like are not the best 
places " nor members of the Diplo^ 
marie Service the best; people to 
■ conduct • export .promotion are as' 
follows; 

1. The pursuit of Britain’s commer¬ 
cial interests, including help to the 
businessmen who sell her products 
• abroad, is an integral part of 

modern^ diplomatic ac ti vi ty . It is 
the business of ambassadors as. well 
as of commercial counsellors ' or * 
trade attaches. 

2. The full. effect . will not be. 

achieved if the work is done bv 
autonomous units staffed- independ¬ 
ently bv “ specialists " of one-kind 
or another.' Incidentally tbis would 
also foster the illusion that ambas¬ 
sadors are too grand to deal with 
trade. • - • - 

3. British businessmen tackling a 
market in a foreign country should 
be able to get tbe help rhey need, 
whether oyer simple agency 
innuiries or briefing' on the local 
political and economic situation, 


from . one British representative 
•office on the spot—the embassy or 
consulate' general. No matter 
whether the target market is for 
aircraft navigation systems, military 
hardware, nuts, bolts or chemises. 

4. It, is more economical in staffing 
costs, communications, rents, etc, 
to conduct national export promo¬ 
tion. as part of the diplomatic or 
consular, representation. 

5. I do not believe that British 
businessmen would now relish a 
reversal of an arrangement which 
has been painstakingly built up in 

- cooperation with the Department of 
Trade since tbe Second World War 
and which is often envied by diola- 
raats and'businessmen from.-other 
countries. 

■' Mr Stobart would.- I am sure, 
agree with- marrv of these state¬ 
ments. The problem to which he 
particularly draws attention -.is how 
to achieve a 'sufficiently high per¬ 
formance in this field without 
upsetting tbe balance of a good 
career in diplomacy as a whole.' It 
depends on one’s view of the degree 
of specialization required. But it 
ought not to He beyond the capacity 
of good career planning to achieve.

Society can buy any or all of 
the selection at 25 per cent 
off, as well as any titles on .the 
back-list of about 70. They 
later receive a news letter 
snmmarizing the reviews'of the 
critics on the chosen books. 

-Sebastian Faulks, who works, 
for the Peterborough column i 
in 77ie Daily Telegraph as well 
as running the NFS,' says: 
“Fiction is in. a worse way 
even than, it was in 1974. A lot 
of novels, are still published, 
some .of them rubbish, but 
some very good ones as well 
that never get read. People 
resist paying between £5 and 
£6 for a novel.. But they miss 
something very enjoyable and 
very good for them by not 
reading fiction.” The engaging 
evangelists of -the New Fiction 
Society are going to spread the 
truth this autumn, for fhe 
enjoyment as well as the bene¬ 
fit of the nation.

Orders for 
EEC yards fell by 72 per cent. 
Japan is poised to lift the level 
of planned deliveries of new 
ships next year by one million 
Cjgrt_ while EEC yards are con¬ 
tinuing to trim their capacity. 

In a statement, the linking 


committee said: “ These two 
opposite trends lead, in the 
absence of any reaction,, to a 
situation in which Japan alone 
would monopolize 50 per cent 
of the world marker.” 

Reinforcement of the dif¬ 
ference in cost structures be¬ 
tween Europe and Japan would 
“ remove any hope for the 
European shipyards to become 
competitive again and' would 
lead to the virtual disappear¬ 
ance of the shipbuilding in¬ 
dustry in Europe the com¬ 
mittee added. 

The growing unease among 
the EEC shipbuilders comes at 
a time when the commission is 
drafting its latest directive for 
the shipbuilding industry.

In a Commons written reply, 
Mr David Mitchell, Under 
Secretary of State for Industry, 
said that the cost to die tax¬ 
payer of Mr Hooper’s proposals 
would have been too high. Mr 
Hooper had earlier told the 
department that if the coopera¬ 
tive were liquidated only about 
flm would be left against 
government loans. 

At the time, the indications 
were that Meriden, makers of 
Triumph,,the last of the big 
British motorcycles, was losing 
about £300,000 a week. Its 
remaining 450 workers had been 
on a two-day week since the end 
of July. 

- Last month, the workers 
voted against a plan to cut 
employment at the plant, near 
Coventry, by. 300. Mr Geoffrey 
Robinson, Labour MP for 
Coventry North West, and tbe 
cooperative's unpaid chief ex¬ 
ecutive, bad told a mass meet¬ 


ing that redundancies were 
inevitable. 

Triumph Meriden is the last 
survivor of the three coopera¬ 
tive ventures eucouraged by Mr 
Wedgwood Berm, when Secre¬ 
tary of State for Industry in 
the Labour Government in the 
mid-1970s. The others were the 
Scottish Daily News, which had 
only a short life, and Kirkby 
Manufacturing and Engineering, 
which closed last year, although 
the last of its workers remained 
in business at the Merseyside 
factory until this month.

France's retail price index 1 
rose by 1 per cent dining 
August, giving ‘ an average 
annual rate of 13 per ceot. Com¬ 
ing after tbe 1.5 per cent rise

The National Institute of 
Economic Studies and Statistics 
says in its latest report that 
there has been a fall off in 
industrial orders in marked 
contrast to tbe position a year 
ago.

Britain will fight move 
to alter IMF role

Sept 25 

Britain is to oppose efforts 
by developing countries to 
make a radical change in the 
role and the running of the 
International Monetary Fuad 
and the World Bank.' This 
became clear today at a meet¬ 
ing of Cam moo wealth finance 
ministers preparing for next 
week's joint annual meeting of 
the fund and tbe World Bank 
in Washington. The meetings 
here are being chaired by Sir 
Geoffrey Howe, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. 

The British view is that any 
reduction in the powers 
industrial countries have..oyer, 
administration 'of the' inter¬ 
national 'financial institutions 
would' only harm developing 
countries because it would cut 
do-.vo the access these institu¬ 
tions have to sources of funds. 

If the developing, countries 
increased ,their control ar the 
expense of the West, it would, 
it is. argued, alienate legisla¬ 
tures, particularly the United 
States Congress. It might, also 
reduce the creditworthiness of 
these institutions in capital 
markets, because the United 
Kingdom is in principle in 
favour o? direct borrowing by 
the IMF from financial mar¬ 
kets. This could be a significant 
problem. 


There is no evidence that the 
developing countries' accept 
tbese views. Thev hare been 
pressing for the future of tbe 
fund and the bank 'to be dis¬ 
cussed' at the United Nations 
Genera] Assembly, where deve¬ 
loping countries' have a clear 
majority. . 

The developing nations want 
the'international institutions to 
give our more money On easier 
terms. They have 'complained 
bitterly about rhe conditions 
which the IMF imposes on 
countries borrowing-, money. 

They want the. fund to move 
towards lodger-term assistance 
with more of an aid component. 
A sbopping list of changes was 
drawn up by .the grottp of deVe- 
,loping nations .last-year, and a 
sign of the extent ~ to which 
relations between, rich and poor 
countries bare emerged as the 
key issue within international 
financial institutions is given 
by the fact that this issue will 
be discussed first when tbe 
IMF’s interim committee meets 
in Washington on -Sunday. 

Britain hopes & dispute can 
be averted and that the other 
contentious issue hanging- over 
the IMF—the problem of the 
Palestine Liberation, Organiza¬ 
tion's demand for. observer 
status—will not prevent the 
interim committee doing its 
work.

Payment of Tegional develop¬ 
ment grants by the -Department 
of Industry fell. last year by 
nearly £90m compared with the 
previous year as a result of the 
Government’s . decision: last 
summer to defer payment of 
the grants- for four months. .

American Mining Congress 

Future of ocean wealth unresolved 


From San Francisco 
Sept 25 

American mining experts and govern¬ 
ment officials are as divided as ever over 
whether possible final agreement leading 
ro a treaty at the Law of The Sea Con¬ 
ference will make practical deep sea 
muting for hard minerals. 

At stake is the future of what was 
once regarded as the biggest potential 
mining bonanza ever. The ocean floors, 
particularly parts of the Pacific, are 
littered with fist-sized nodules containing 
high grades of nickel, copper, manganese 
and zinc. Reserves are known to be huge, 
but the technical problems of recovery 
are considerable. 

For many companies, however, the 
chief difficulty is now seen as legal. They 
reacted cooly at the annual convention 
of the American Mining Congress when 
Mr Elliot Richardson, President Carter's 
ambassador at large and special repre¬ 
sentative at the conference, described the 
impending treaty as one which “the 
deep seabed mining industry and Ameri¬ 
can industry in general should wish ro 
see ratified." Mr PhQlip Hawkins, chair¬ 
man of Ocean Mining Associates, a lead¬ 
ing deep sea raining consortium consist¬ 
ing of US Steel, the Sun Company, and 
Union Miniere, said that the proposal 


for ** parallel enterprises " was intolerable 
to private enterprise. 

Under the proposed treaty, areas mined 
hy private companies could also be mined 
simultaneously by United Nations con¬ 
cerns. The idea is to ensure that part of 
the proceeds and technology accrue to 
developing countries. Mr Hawkins said 
the United States had made a mistake 
when it endorsed a United Nations 
resolution describing ocean resources as 
the “common heritage of mankind 9 '. He 
did not believe that rbe clauses drafted 
so far protected companies against bureau¬ 
cratic interference. 

These opinions were supported by Mr 
Conrad Welling, one of the industry's 
most _ experienced researchers into ■ the 
technical problems of under-sea mining. 
He said that deep sea mining mighr not 
be possible before the end of the century- 

The problem was not so much technical 
as administrative. After spending '$1,000m 
to date on research and development and 
on capital equipment such as the Giomar 
Explorer, the industry could not be sure 
thar production controls would not he tno 
strict. He argued that technology transfer 
was very difficult within companies, le£ 
alone between countries under an inter¬ 
national administration which knew little 
about the technology’s complexities. 


He pointed out that the Giomar 
Explorer was an experimental vessel of 
about 35.000 tonnes. Mining ships would 
need to be ten times as big. So far only 
approximately 1,000 nodules have been 
recovered from the seabed. A further 
10,000 or 20,000 would be required to test 
properly the recovery sysocm. 

Mr Welling said that as a result of the 
Law of The Sea Conference “ we have a 
serious problem because many assump¬ 
tions have been made about what ocean 
mining is”. It was the first time in history 
that regulations were being drawn up for 
a non-existent technology and industry. 

But Mr Richardson, who has spent three 
years leading the American negotiators at 
tbe_ conference, believed that the com¬ 
position of and checks and balances within 
the bodies set up to administer the agree¬ 
ment would prevent bureaucratic abuses. 
He also said that rules setting production 
limits to stop Third World mineral pro¬ 
ducers from losing business production 
charges and prof if sharing were not 
onerous. But American companies should 
be entitled to a tax credit offsetting these 
charges against United States tax.

Zimbabwe 
assurance 
on mining

The Zimbabwe mining in¬ 
dustry will be allowed to carry 
on -without interference pro¬ 
vided companies cooperate 
with Government policies. Mr 
Maurice Nyagumbo, the Mini¬ 
ster for Mines said yesterday. 
In particular, he referred to the 
emphasis now placed on train¬ 
ing of local manpower. • 

Speaking in Loudon at the 
launch or his autobiography, 
U'ir/z the People, Mr Nyagumbo 
welcomed the expansion of 
mining interests by companies 
such as Lonrho and RTZ. How¬ 
ever. be said that Anglo 
American was doing very little 
by way of expansion and 
described ils approach as “very 
lukewarm ”. 

The Zimbabwe mining 
industry is predominantly 
privately-owned and the Gov¬ 
ernment does rot envisage 
nationalizing or taking stakes 
in any existing ventures. How¬ 
ever, Mr Nyagumbo foresaw 
state involvement in future 
projects. 

Joint ventures with other 
interested countries were being 
considered and progress may 
be made on this within lb 
months or so. 

State involvement in mining 
is largely limited to a 93 per 
cent stake in Zimbabwe’s only- 
tin mine. However, future pro¬ 
jects involving the state are 
likely to centre on coal produc¬ 
tion which the Government 
wishes to step up. 

Current coni production is 
only 3.5m tonnes a year, 
although Zimbabwe has enor¬ 
mous reserves. The Governmenr 
is also keen to develop means 
of producing fuel from coal. 

Mr Nyagumbo confirmed that 
Zimbabwe mining production 
should reach ZSl.OOOm within 
three or four years’ Lime.
